WAR SUMMARY 


(By the Associated Press) 


Delay in the launching of the expected German offen- 


sive apparently is giving the allied troops'little concern as 
they improve their positions here and there by strong local 
attacks. Whether the Germans are prepared to renew the 
heavy fighting is not yet clear; but strangely, they do not 
react against the Anglo-French nibbling tactics. 


On the Lys front- between Mont Kemmel and the 


heights of Mont Rouge and Scherpehberg the French have 
greatly improved their positions in a .forward movement 
along a front of two miles. Not only were important gains 
made but more than 400 German prisoners were captured. 
The enemy has yet made no counter attack there nor has 
he made any effort to retake the village of Ville-Sur-Ancre, 
on the Somme front, captured in a gallant attack by the 
Australians Sunday. 


Between the Somme and Arras the British are -har- 


rassing the Germans by rushing their outposts and the 
French have been successful in similar operations in the re- 
gion of Rheims, in the Champagne. The German artillery 
fire is especially violent on the sector south of the Somme 
and north of Bethune, northwest of Arras. . To Bethune 
has come the fate of so many -other towns and cities of 
northern France, and it is now a mass of ruins as a result 
of the German bombardment. 


. There is no let-up in the intense aerial activity. .In 


fighting in the air British aviators .have destroyed 27 Ger- 
man machines and driven down three others out of control 
as well as burning three balloons. Bombing squadrons also 
are busy behind the German lines, and Monday a ton of 
bombs was dropped on Landau, northwest of Karlsruhe, on 
the Rhine. Several fires were started.

On the Italian and Macedonian fronts there nave been 


strong patrol actions. 


In their raid on London-Sunday night the Germans lost 


five airplanes. Two others are reported to have been brought 
down at sea.

bacteria to the milk carried in them 
on the return to the factory and 
cheese makers will thus be rid if 
many of the bacteria causing bad 
flavor and gases in the cheese.

were all guards at the Dupont plant, 
•the only manufacturing plant in the

Kerwin. "The plant had been in op- 
eration about twelve years, but its 
capacity had been largely increased 
since 1914 EO that in 1917 about fif- 
teen hundred men were employed. In 
1915 the plant was placed 
under 


guard and-at the time of the elec- 
tion in the spring of 1917 the thir- 
teen were guards. 
The guards 


j whose votes were in -controversy 
lived at the barracks .^inside of 
the 
grounds, 
were "..subject 
to 


strict discipline and were, .under cer- 
tain restrictions; they had lived in 
the state residence; they had made 
the barracks their home. There is 
evidence tending to show that they 
had no other home while they were 
thus employed, and their habitation 
was fixed at the barracks; that they 
had no present intention of remov- 
ing or changing their place of habi- 
tation or going elsewhere to reside; 
that they had a home at Barksdale 
and intended to return there when 
absent. 


"The mere fact that the employ- 


ment might end some time in the fu- 
ture alone does not necessarily make 
the residence temporary. The bar- 
racks, where the guards lived, had 
all the conveniences and equipments 
cf the. ordinary home, hence was a 
suitable and proper place for habi- 
tation. One may have his residence 
at a hotel.
